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MAID skilled in housework who chooses 
A to establish a reputation as a faithful, com- 
petent housegirl may attain every heart's 
desire and may command any wage she wishes, is 
the decision of a young woman who has been 
employed in St. Louis at housework for 14 years 
and would not exchange her work for a business 
position downtown at $100 per month. 

Miss Lizzie Stoermer, who terms herself an old- 
fashioned country girl, has thoroughly thought 
over the subject of housework, housemaids and 
the comparative merits of mistresses, and has 
concluded that girls are out of their sphere in 
business and that they would be better off in 
every way if they would confine their interests 
to domesticity. 

“Country girls who come to the city to earn 
their living should not become stenographers or 
galeswomen,” Miss Stoermer said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “They are out of their sphere 
when they try to compete with their brothers in 
the business work, and any prominent business 
man will tell you there are many more applicants 
for a position in his office than he can possibly 
employ. His wife at the*sam@ time is worried 
with the servant problem and cannot get a com- 
petent girl to work for her even when she is 
willing to pay « good price for good household 
help. : 

“The ‘new woman’ may think she is in it, but 
the old-fashioned girl who thoroughly understands 
cooking, washing, ironing, mending and even milk- 
ing a cow. is the only real ‘boss’ left. She is the 
only one who lives an independent life. 

“Tl have known ‘country girls who came to the 
city and did housework for “a while and then 
when they became stenographers they cut the 
acquaintance of their old friends, the girls from 
the country who were stil working in the homes. 
Now there is no necessity for them putting on 
such manners, because there are plenty of us 
servant girls who would not give up our homes 
and work in families for several times the salaries 
they have left after they pay their expenses when 
they work downtown. 

‘Housekeeping is a joy and a pleasure to a girl 
who understands it. COOKING AND HOUSE- 
WORK ARE DRUDGERY ONLY WHEN AN IG- 
NORANT PERSON UNDERTAKES TO DO IT. 
Housework requires more care and intelligence 
than some people think. Skill is only acquired 
through intelligent application to the system of 
work. : 

“The girl who works for the wealthy families 
learns a great deal that she may not have had 
opportunity to learn in her home on the farm. 
She learns to talk properly and she learns by 
observation what etiquette is, if her mistress is 
one of the refined, truly gentle women of the best 
breeding. She also learns the uses of the latest 
conveniences for the kitchen and has the experi- 
er.ce of living amid luxurious surroundings. With 
her acquired knowledge of all of these things she 
is the better able to direct a home of her own. 

‘Marriage will be happier when girls know bet- 
ter how to take care of their own homes and 
they will never learn that writing on a typewriter 
or making out sales checks and living in a bare 
little hall room, washing out her clothes at night 
and freezing in the cold, as many of the girls 
dc who think they would be lowering themselveg 
to earn their living at housework in a good fam- 
ily. There are many families ready to give good 
honest girls good homes and good salaries for 
their work. 


“T have had plenty of proposals of marriage, but 
there is plenty of time to accept one. I am not 
anxious to leave my work. I know | will never 
want for a home, if I do not care to have one of 
my own; there will always be many opportunities 
t> find a good home where my work is apprect- 
ated. 

“Stenographers and saleswomen get out of po- 
sitions and then what can they do? Who will 
take care of them? 

“There is every reason that the old-fashioned 
girl who is not ashamed to do housework hag 
the advantage. If she shows herself worthy of 
confidence and respect,«the chances are that her 
miistress will respect her. If the mistress is not 
the kind of woman the girl prefers, are 
plenty of other women waiting for the skilled 
servant girl. Her difficulty is to choose from the 
good places which are offered her, once she has 
established her reputation for good service. 

“There is just one thing I would say about a 
servant gir)'s chances to marry.

Many after- 
roons she can get through her work and have 
several hours to read or sew. Most girls have a 
whole afternoon every week off and also have 
Sunday afternoons. Girls who have been raised 
in the country know what it is to work long 
hours at home, and why should they be unwilling 
to do it when they come to the city to earn their 
living? 

“IT have saved money and have helped my par- 
ents to get out of debt with the wages I have 
saved in my work. I have worked as a servant 
for 14 years, but I have been treated considerately 
and every house has been a home to me. The 
service I have rendered has been appreciated and 
i have been repaid in the considerate treatment I 
have received from the families who have become 
my friends.”

ISS STOERMER was reared in St. Louls 
MI County, near Bonfils, and owing to fam- 
ily cireumstances was obliged to quit 
school when she was only 12 years old. At an 
early age she was forced to help with the support 
of her aged father and mother and the little 
brothers and sisters. She came to the city as 
many other young girls from the country, to seek 
work. She determined to put her best efforts in 
her chosen work of housekeeping, and the gratifi- 
caution she now feels over her success in her choice 
has rewarded her, and prompted her to advise 
other country girls to follow her example. 

That the success of Miss Stoermer’s career is 
not unappreciated is evidenced by the fact that 
ane Bae mane ond Hogs, eee Sees eyes 
for whom she has worked.

JACKSON’S DAY. 

Jackson’s Day, the 8th of January, anniversary 
of the battle of Néw Orleans, was for many years 
the most important date in the Democratic calen- 
dar. If its appropriate observance would serve 
tc impress the lessons of that great man’s life 
upon the’Republic it might well be celebrated by 
Americans of every political creed. 

Through a long and stormy life Jackson was 
a participant in a hundred notable conflicts, but 
the enduring impress that he left upon his coun-

Only a 
few speak the truth of him or make so much as a 
pretense of doing him justice. Yet the great 
things that he did abide to this day, and not 
many would change them if they could. 

Jackson wag altogether human and he never 
became a saint. Finding religion on his deathbed, 
he forgave his enemies en masse. They and 
their successors have left in our libraries the 
strongest possible testimony to his zeal and de- 
votion to the people by showing that they never 
forgave and never forgot.

The Big Hope would do nicely to set in the 
crown if Alexander Hamilton had had his way 
and the Yellows had established #n American roy- 
alty, for then they might their handseinto 
the public coffers for the wherewithal to procure 
it for the King. As it is, the fact that a 44-karat 
lump of indurated blue carbon is a dead asset and 
a white elepkant in a shop is a salutary sign that 
at worst we are still a democracy. 

It is 2 matter of pride to reflect that we have 
never had a ruler, even in the days of satin 
breeks and silver buckles, whose tastes would 
have permitted him to accept ‘t for any purpose, 
end Grant's secretary himself would have refused 
a gem so conspicuous 7 big and blue. 

The democrctic simplicity of our kings in their 
own right, in the highest elation of Wall street 
conquests, contents itself with tiaras, sunbursts 
and necklaces that are divisible and marketable 
in small lots at a moment’s notice. Sometimes 
democratic simplicity becomes almost shoddy and, 
leavin;; the originals in the lock-box, displays 
only “copies” of its treasures on its fair person 
at. functions, thereby dispen:ing with detective 
hire; while among our extremest Yellows the 
story goes that “copies” are worn without refer- 
ence to the possession of any real ones at home 
for justification and basic value, but that detec- 
tives are hired nevertheless.

UTOPIA AND PEOPLE IN TRADE. 

Mr. H. G. Wells, the foremost iiving exponent 
of Utopian philosophy, deliberately remarks: “] 
do not think that the ideal modern citizen can be 
» person living chiefly by buying for ag fittle as 
he can give and selling for as much as he can 
get.” | 

Then, with all due respect to this noted disciple 
of Plato and Sir Robert Moore, we fear that his 
Utopia will not amount to much, for it is upon 
buyers and sellers that any Utopia must depend, 
first, last and all the time. 

But we prefer to take issue with the Wells 
notion of good citizenship, which appears uncom- 
monly superficial and supercilious, even for a 
Utopist. His is a sort of silk-stocking socialism 
that occupies high levels from which, odd as it 
may seem, it has acquired the habit of looking 
down at trade. 

As a matter of fact on the ground, mere trades- 
men, shrewd buyers and bargainers, have done 
nmiost of the work in pushing and pulling society 
and government to their present plane, Business 
has been synonymous with citizenship in a large 
sense, and has done more for moral and social 
advancement than Mr. Wells ever dreamt of in 
his philosophy. In @ practical sense the Kast In- 
dia Company and our own early rum traders were 
missionaries abroad and the backbone of an ever 
improving politics at home. 

The trouble with Utopists as well as most other 
species of moral philosophers is that they have 
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see what is going on on the earth’s surface. They 
proceed upon disdain of facts. 

The society Mr. Wells proposes will be built 
from the top down, starting with an intellectual 
aristocracy. The structure will be necessarily 
weak at its base, which is beneath the archi- 
tect’s vision, and rather hollow in the middle, if 
he is to reject the erstwhile substantial citizenship 
o* the world. 
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WOMAN’S YEAR EXCLUSIVELY. 

Aside from its opportunity as leap year, 1908 
ig peculiarly and distinctively a woman's year 
in a variety of respects. Interest in woman was 
never so keen and so general. She is the rage of 
the moment in fiction; two novels by women 
about women--one portraying her as a savage 
and the other as a suffragette—lead all the rest. 

In the East fcr the first time she is permitted 
to smoke in publie; in the West she is engaging 
in active politics in increasing numbers, and 
women juries are a feature of the hour, while in 
Denver it is intimated that a woman will make 
the speech nominating Mr. Bryan. 

Women are ! ginning to avail themselves of 
the convenience of voluntary bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings, and as accompanying this phenomenon 
they are being sued here and there for alimony 
by husbands whom they have left without sup- 
port. 

For the first time, too, women are observed at 
the heads of million-dollar manufacturing cor- 
porations, monopolies and. trusts. Woman's 
clubs are just now invading Germany, and even 
the Chinese ladies are kicking off their pedicular 
impediments and threatening to drive the male 
oppressor out of the Kingdom. By the end of 
the year woman should easily be lord of crea- 
tion and in entire possession of the geography. 
With the exception of a leap year message from 
T. R., her encouragement is universal and com-

All Go Without Sleep. 

“All day Saturday the storm contin- 
ued and we remained on the shbip in 
peril. Not of us four had a wirk 
of sleep and the food was watcr-soaked 
and bad. On Sunday morning a repre- 
centative Lievd arrived in a (tug 
from fe'ize, and we started to unioad 
the cargo and bring it ashore. That 
sight we four left for Balize. The Alps 
was steady when we left her and waa 
beginning to break up somewhat in her 
forward parts. . She was berthed on 
the reef and did not seem in any 
immediate danger. I believe she can be 
pulled off and saved. I think there are 
about three small heles in her bottom, 
but I think she is still a stout ship 
and With good wreckers she will be ail 
right.

The French impressionists rely upon 
qualities of light, sincerity, and ex 
clearness. They are painters of 
light and keen observers of nature. 
They have made it their object to es- 
cape in the representation of a scene or 
a humanp being, laws of beauty, such. as 
are taught by ‘the academic school. To 
search for, and to express the true char- 
acter of the scene or being seemed to 
them more’ ‘important, more moving, 
than to search for beauty upon 
rules. The substitution of character for 
beauty is of the essential features 
of the school. 

Reforms Due to Impressionists. 

The impressionists have influenced the 
art.of the. world of today. Many re- 
forms are due to their conception. Per 
haps the most useful conquest for the 
benefit of modern painting is the return 
to nature and simplicity. The later 
work of Claude Monet embodies the 
most significant principles. 
of tones by juxtaposed touches of color, 
which at certain distances, produces up- 
on the eye of the beholder the effect of 
actual coloring of the things painted, 
with a variety, a freshness and a deli- 
cacy unobtainable by a single tone pre- 
pared and mixed upon the _ paiette. 
Light: becomes the.sole subject of the 
picture; the object upon which it plays 
js secondary. Painting thus conceived 
becomes purely an optical art, a search 
for harmenies, a sort of natural poem, 
quite a distinction from expression, 
stvle, design which are the principal 
aims of academic painting. 

This is noticeable in the work of Mary 
Cassatt, who, though an American by 
birth, is classed with the French im 
pressionists through her assiduous par-

Physicians there, unable to stop the 
hemorrhage, hurried him to. the 
Hospital in an ambulance.

Hospital physicians say that this is a 
disease of the blood vessels and that it 
may be due to one of several causes.

The changes in the composition of the 
blood, the physicians say, may accom- 
pany or follow long after attacks of 
measles, scarlatina, malaria, typhoid fe- 
ver or pneumonia.

NEW YORK, Jan. 1).—The accidental 
discovery by a lawyer of a new form 
of insanity, as yet practically untried 
before a jury in a criminal case, has 
lei Harry K. Thaw away from the 
beaten path of the unwritten law and 
has staked his fight for life on a phrase. 

The particular form of insanity 
which, Attorney Martin W. Littleten 


has discovered, was harrassing Thaw 
when he killed Stanford White in Madl- 
son Square roof garden on June @ 
was “stuporous melancholia.”” Little 
ton stumbled upon it while he was go- 
ing over the report made by Dr. Allen 
McLane Hamilton, the alienigt, f6l- 
lowing a visit to Thaw in his cell a 
few weeks after the killing, and go 
soon as Littleton’s eye was caught by 
“stuporous melancholia” he decided 
that he would wrest a witness from the 
prosecution's forcés and on that wit- 
ness he would base his chances of ac- 
quittal. 
New Kind of Insanity. 

“Stuporous melancholia” is as far 
from Delphin Michael Delmas’ spectacu- 
lar -‘‘Dementia Americana,” which hung 
Thaw’'s first jury, as insanity could rea- 


gonably be expected to get. It ts not 


the insanity that mounta to the brain at 
the sight of a woman's traducer and 
impels a murder: it is not the mental 
infirmity which achieves the heights of 
chivairy and wipes out a life to avengs 
a woman's wrong. It is just a )

‘Some of you childrentcome down 
stairs.’’ ; 

Hundred« Trampled on, 

Immediately the rush started and 
within a few seconds hundreds of chil- 
drea were being trampled.under foot. 
Even those who had seats in the gal- 
lery, doubtless being panic stricken hy 
the screams and struggles: of the crowd 
fighting to reach the staircase, joined 
in the stampede. The cries of the in- 
jured and the means of the dying 
caused the greatest excitement among 
those gathered in the body of the hall 

Pelice and ushers rushed to the head 
of the staircases, which were literally 
sitréwn with dead and dying, and by 
desperate efforts managed to drag 
scores of the struggling children to the 
corridors below. It was with the great- 
est difficulty that a panic among the 
children in the lower part of the house 
was averted, all of these eventually 
being taken to the street in safety. 

‘Stairway Blocked With Bodies, 

When the reserve police arrived they 
formd the narrow stairway practically 
blocked with bodies, which were 
crushed in some instances almost 
beyond recognition. 

Scores of children were forced by the 
pregsseure from the crowd behind them 
to g¢ramble over those that had fallen, 
whether living or dead, and many of 
the injured children were found later 
to be suffering from fractured bones 
and severe lacerations, caused by the 
ind@scribable manner in which they 
had been trampled upon. 

Soon after the accident the ap- 
proaches to the hall wene crowded with 
sebbing women searching for their 
missing children.

She was ar- 
rested yesterday afternoon in a down- 
town store, where she works as a steno- 
grapher. tearfully protested her 
innocence, and became hysterical when 
placed in the matron’s charge.

Martin W. Littleton, the Thaw lawyer 
who has sprung on a wondering coun- 
try a new brand of insanity; 1. e., stupor- 
ous melancholia, hag got the lawyers 
guessing and the doctors looking 
through their libraries to find out what 
it is all about. Mr. Littleton’s defense 
is likely to become as famous as the 
“brainstorm’’, and “dementia Amert- 
ana’ of Delphin Michael Delmas of the 
former Thaw trial. If nothing else, 
the public is learning a lot about the 
different brands of insanity a rich young 
man may contract, 

There was no such thing as stupor- 
ous melancholia when Webster com- 
piled his dictionary, nor is it familiar 
to the best known criminal lawyers in 
St. Louis, although they have used in- 
sanity times without number in the de- 
fense of their clients. Of course there 
has never been a case in St. Louis that 
paralleled Thaw’s, or the criminal law- 
yers here might have as reasonably dis- 
covered melancholia of the stuporous 
sort, as those of New York. 

Stuporous melancholia really means 
that the victim, while being chronically 
melancholy, spends most of his time in 
a state of mental stupor. How near this 
is to the case of Harry Thaw, he who 
has followed the reports of the former 
Thaw trial, and his conduct since then, 
is as well able as any one else to judge. 


Doctors and Lawyers Differ. 


One of the most noted alienists in the 
West, Dr. Henry 8. Atkins, superintend- 
ent of the City Asylum for the Insane 
and a noted criminal lawyer, Charles P. 
Johnson, have given to the Post-Dis- 
patch their views of the, reasonableness 
of this new alleged incentive in Thaw’'s 
brain for the death of Stanford White, 
which are somewhat at a variance, and 
yet each harks back to the same thing 
—the actual derangement of Thaw’'s 
mind when he committed murder. 

“TIT was much surpfised to read that 
Thaw's counsel should advance such a 
defense as stuporous melancholia in the 
conduct of Thaw when he murdere! 
Stanferd White,’’ said Dr. Atkins to the 
Post-Dispatch. “To my mind Thaw was 
the victim of passive melancholia, which 
is called, technically, melancholia atto- 
nita, an unusual] form, but one which 
Thaw’s conduct and appearance would 
indicate, and entirely different from the 
stuporous form. 

‘“‘The victim of stuporous melancholia 
has certain symptoms which are unmis- 
takable. Those who know Thaw best are 
better able than I to tell whet er he has 
exhibited them. When a man is af 
flicted with stuporous melancholia his 
egoism is entirely gone, he is neglectful 
of his person and dress, a steady de- 
pression takes the place of care of self 
making a predisposition to sequestra- 
tion.

“Later the delusions result in jealousy 
which develops into fits of temporary 
anger, and the criminal instinct, which 
exists in all children and persons of 
adolescent brain. 

Thaw Victim of Drugs. 


“To my mind Thaw is a moral delin- 
quent, more acquired than congenital. 
His case is not an engima to me, and if 
he was an ordinary man who had killed 
another ordinary man there would be 
no talk of dementia Americana or brain- 
storms or stuporous melancholia. As a 
matter of fact Thaw was a brooder, but 
no more so than half the men in the 
country who are addicted to dissipation, 
and who have little or no control of 
their emotions or feelings. 

“Thaw was also the victim of drugs, 
alcoholism and malnutrition, but he was 
not afflicted with stuporous melancholia. 
On the other hand, while he brooded 
he literally lived on excitement with ho 
moral tone behind to hold it in check, 
even temporarily. 

“Since his detention he has come 
around toe something like normality. He 
can think better because he sleeps, eats 
and his other habits are regular, and if 
he had it to do all over again now he 
would probably have a few words with 
White and pass on. The stimulus to kil! 
woukl not be there.’ 

“Littleton has taken the right line of 
defense in the case of his client, Harry 
Thaw,’ said Charles P. Johnson.

‘“‘While I have never heard the term 
stuporous melancholia before I 
have met the disease in the defense of 
men on trial for mufder. There have 
been many cases in which melancholia 
was advanced as the incentive fo the 
murder, but the general plea was in- 
sanity and the form of it was developed 
in the trial without classifying it. But 
there is none within my recollection that 
in any Way parallels the case of Thaw. 
“TT believe Thaw to have been a brood- 
ing madman when he slew White. He 
was not of strong mental fiber and he 
had brooded on his wrongs, real 
imaginary, until his brood'ng took 
form of sulky anger. He was constant- 
ly thinking of what White had done, 
dully, I believe, but it was with him al- 
ways until the psychological moment ar- 
rived and the deed was done. He was 
never a strong man mentally, and the 
life he led still further weakened his 


brain and placed it in a state of chronic 
stupor until lashed into action by al-

CLINTON, IIL, Jan 11.—The sinister 
fate that has pursued the descendants 
of the three leading men of Clinton— 
a trio of Millionaires who during their 
lifetime amassed fortunes which have 
served onty to cast calumny on their 
names after their death—has reached 
an amazing denouement in the effort 
of Banker Richard Snell to break the 
most remarkable will ever recorded in 
Lllinois. 

The three men were 


ner, William Magill and Col. ‘*Tom” 
Snell—the builders of the Lllinois Cen- 
tral Railroad. Famous years ago as 
captains of industry, who achieved 
wealth from humble origin, all went to 
their graves untouched by three scan- 
dals which have involved all their rela- 
tives in a maze of legal proceedings and 
have shocked all persons who 
knew them most intimately in the days 
of thelr success, 
Magill’s Son on Trial. 

The first of the trio whose past was 
the subject of litigation was Magill. 
All the dollars his acumen and his 
frugality had accumulated could not 
save his son from a trial by jury on 
the charge of murder. When the elder 
Mugill died he left an estate of mil- 
lions, and among the beneficiaries was 
Fred Magill, his son, one of the lead- 
ing spirits in the somewhat limited 
social galeties offered by a town of 8000 
inhabitants, 

To Fred Magill, however, money 
brought only misfortune. His excesses 
became the village gossip; the unhappi- 
ness of his wife was the subject of 
street-corner conversation; and finally 
came his love affair with Faye Gra- 
ham, a pretty clerk in a Clinton store. 

Mrs. Magill was found dead one night, 
her folded arms clasping a bowl of 
chloroform; and pinned on her night- 
gown and secreted about the house were 
some of the most unique letters ever 
left to explain a suicide. They were a 
series of requests that her husband wed 
the woman who had supplanted the wife 
in her husband's affections, ‘and con- 
tained minute instructions ag to the dis- 
position of the body. 

A few weeks after his wife was found 
dead Fred Magill married Faye Graham 
and started on a wedding tour. They 
were arrested in Los Angeles and were 
tried jointly for murder, They were 
acquitted. 

' Warner Scandal Follows. 

Then came the Warner scandal. When 
old Dr. Warner, business associate and 
intimate friend of Magill, died tn Clinton 
his will cut off his second wife with a 
bequest of $10,000. The widow sued for 
a dower in the big estate, and her claim 
was contested in court by the son by 
the first marriage, Vespasian Warner, 
now United States Commissioner of Pen- 
sions. 

From a somewhat sordid battle for a 
dead man’s money, the legal proceed 
ings developed into a scandal which 
shocked the foremest society circles 
of Central Illinois: for Vespasian Warn- 
er told the jury that the woman who 
was his father’s second wife was in 
reality a negress, who had concealed the 
taint in her blood from all save the 
man who married her, and that as a 
result of this state of affairs his father 
had forced her to sign an ante-nuptial 
agreement by which she waived the wid- 
ow’s dower rights in-an estate the mil- 
lionaire might leave. 

The jury refused to consider this story 
sufficient basis for the strange terms of 
the Warner will, and gave to the widow 
her full rights under the law. 

Sacll Brings Climax. 
Then came the scandal that smirched 


the name of the most picturesque figure 
in the trio—the present proceedings in 
the Clinton court instituted in an effort 
to prove that old “Tom” Snell, the rich- 
est of them all, was driven insane by a 
score of women who, it is alleged, loved 
him for his money, and that while he 
was unbalanced mentally he wrote the 
strange document whereby he trans- 
ferred thousands of dollars in cash and 
real estate to a #-year-old woman whom 
he designated as his ‘“grandniece,” 
while he cut off his only living son with 
a pittance of $50 a year. 

And while, one by one, the namea of 
these three “‘captains of industry”’ have 
been dragged through the legal mud, 
the great commercial enterprise they 
founded—the Hlinoig Central Railread— 
has figured in the courts in the great 
contest for control waged by two men 
whose fortunes have come mainly from 
the foundation laid by ‘“‘Tom”™ Snell, 
William Magill and’ John Warmer. 
These men are Edward Hf. Harriman 
and Stuyvesant Fish.

WIFE WAS KILLED THEN 


Witnesses Tell of Seeing Sus- 
pected Man Returning Alone

NEW YORK, Jan. 11—Theodore S. 
Whitmore has been traced to New 
Jersey at least on the Christmas night 
when his wife was murdered and her 
body thrown into the dismal Lampblack 
swamp. Whitmore was formally held 


for the murder today. 

Following clues obtained several days 
ago, which at first appeared. unprom- 
ising, the World tonight found a reliable 
witness who swears that he saw Whit- 
more leaving a train from Newark 
which reached the Pennsylvania Rall- 
road station in Jersey City at 12:42 a. 
m. of Dec. 2%. Whitmore appeared to 
be alone, and: when last seen by the 
witness he was waiting to take the ferry 
boat across the river to Cortlandt street. 
The boat—the Chicago—reached the 
New York side at 12:58 o'clock, and 
it is a matter of record that just about 
1 o'clock Whitmore called up the dis- 
patcher’s office of the Third Avenue 
Elevated, using an outside telephone, to 
inquire whether a substitute had been 
found for him. 


Train Time Corresponds, 

The train by which Whitmore reached 
Jersey City left the Market street sta- 
tion in, Newark at 12:23 a. m, which 
would give ample time for the commis- 
sion of the murder between the time 
when Whitmore and his wife were heard 
talking in the basement of the home at 
2°96 Adams street, Brooklyn, said by Mrs. 
Margaret O’Neill and two other room- 
ers in the house to have been about 7 
p. m. and the time when Whitmore took 
the train to return to New York. 

In spite of this evidence that he was 
in New Jersey on the night when his 
wife was murdered, Whitmore has 
steadily maintained that he was at home 
all Christmas afternoon and night ex- 
cept at 4 o’clock in the afternoon, when 
he says his wife disappeared while he 
went to the corner to get some food and 
tobacco, and at 1 e’clock in the morn- 
ing, when he says he went out to tele- 
phone to the despatcher’s office. 

Towerman Sees Him, 

Joseph Quinn, a switchman employed 
in the tower of the Third Avenue Sys- 
tem at Ninety-eighth street, is the wit- 
ness who saw Whitmore leaving the 
Newark train in Jersey City just after 
Mrs. Whitmore was murdered: Quinn 
has known Whitmore for years—‘as 
well as I know myself,”’ Quinn says. 
He is not only sure that he could not 
have made a mistake, but his state- 
ments are corroborated by Pennsylvania 
detectives and a gateman. 

“He did not speak to Whitmore, nor 
Whitmore to him, but he heard Whit- 
more speak to others and describes an 
incident in the utmost detail which is 
vividly recalled by the others concerned 
in it, thus tending to substantiate his 
own story of his meeting with Whit- 
more. 

“Quinn has known Whitmore wel! 
ever since the husband of the murdered 
woman entered the employ of the ele- 
veted road as a strikebreaker with 
Farley. He says he has seen him al- 
most every day, but he admits that he 
never had any more to do with him 
than was necessary in the regular 
routine of business. Quinn was one of 
the old employes of the road, and even 
yet the feeling between the old men 
and the strike breakers, engendered by 
the strike of three years ago, is bit- 
ter. They have little to do with each 
other when they meet away from busi- 
ness, and for this reason Quinn says he 
did not speak to Whitmore when he 
sew him. 

“We don’t have much of anything to 
do with those fellows outside,’ Quinn 
explained, “and if any of the old men 
had happened to see me talking to 
him. they would have passed the word 
around that ‘Quinn was talking to one 
of that crowd.’ 

Voice Removes Doubts, 

“T knew him all right when I first 
saw him walking ahead of me when we 
left the train in the Jersey City eta- 


tion, but if there had been any doubt 
I would have been made certain ty 
his voice when he called the fellew 
who was trying to beat ‘a cheap 
skate.” ”’ 

Quinn has done duty as a towerman 
all over the Third avenue system and 
has been frequently thrown in contact 
with Whitmore. lie is a clean cut 
frank spoken and honest-eyed young 
fellow, Who has an excéllent reputa- 
tion with his employers for steadincas 
and sobriety. Far from seeking noto- 
riety in the case, it Was with the urt- 
most difficulty that the admission was 
dragged from him that he had seen 
Whitmore in Jgrsey City. 

Quinn explatriWi his own presence on 
the train from Newark by saying that 
he had been calling on a young wom- 
an in South Newark to whom he Is en- 
gaged.

Therefore the effects of strikes are oft- 
en suppressed by some court process. 
The power of capital was so great, he 
said, as to minimize the efforts of labor 
in that direction. 

“The laboring man,”’ sald Mr. Hughes 
of New Jersey, “is entitled to his rights. 
But,” he added, amid loud applause, 
“the time has not come in this country 
when any class of men are entitled to 
special rights over any other class.”

as well. 

“The Latin American and Foreign 
Trade Association was quick to realise 
this opportunity and honored me with — 
this commissionership, for we hepe 
thereby to more firmly cement and fos.

America. 

“We feel that the trade between these 
nations and St. Louis could be greitiy 
enhanced. by a larger exchange of ther 
products, for the manufacturers of St

Three Times Trap Refused to 
Work for English 
Prisoner. 





MIRACLE, HE | SAID 





‘The Lord Was With Me,” He 
Explained When Asked 
of Courage. 





LONDON, Jan. 11—John Lee, the 
Babbacombe murderer, who for nearly 
22 years has been known to the in- 
mates of the convict prison at ‘Port- 
land as “‘the man they could not hang,” 
was released yesterday, and is now stay- 
ing with his aged mother in her Dev- 
onshire home at Kingskerswell, a littic 
village between Newton Abbot and Tor- 
quay. 

The events which led up to tne com- 
mutation of the death sentence passed 
on Lee for the murder of Miss Keyse 


to penal servitude for life form one of 


the most thrilling stories in the grew- 
some history of the scaffold. Three 


times attempts were made to hang him 
and three times the mechanism working 
the drop refused to act, and at last 
the attempt was abandoned. 

“The Lord Was With Me.” 

It is almost impossible to imagine the 
agonies of suspense which must have 
been suffered by Jee as time after time 
he stood at the scaffoid, with the hood 
over his face and the rope round his 
neck. 

“I did not fear to walk into death, be- 
cause the Lord was with me,” he wrote 
after the attempt to hang him had 
been given up. “I have been dead to} 
the world three time. I believe what 
has happened was a miracle. I had a 
dream on Sunday night that the scaf- 
fold was not ready and that they had 
to make another one.”’ 

The crime for which Lee was convict- 
ed was of the most brutal character. 
He was employed as a manservant in 
the house of Miss Emma Whitehead 
Keyse, who was 70 years of age. 
One night the house was found to be 
on fire, and when the flames were ex- 
tinguished Miss Keyse was discovered 
on the floor of the dining room witi) 
terrible wounds on her head and body, 
which, according to the medical evi- 
dence, were inflicted during life. - Blood- 
stains were found on Lee’s clothing, 
bloodmarks were discovered on the door 
leAding into his room, while in a drawer 
in his room was found a bloodstained 
knife. 

Soon Faces Gallows. 
He was arrested, found guilty on cir 
cumstantial evidence, and condemned to 
death. Throughout the trial Lee main- 
tained his innecence, and when the 
Judge remarked on his calmness he re- 
plied, “Please, my lord, the reason I am 
so calm is because I trust to my Lord, 
and my Lerd knews I am innocent.”’ 
Three weeks after the sentence had 
been passed Lee was taken out for exe- 
cution in Exeter Gaol. H walked to the 
scaffold with a slow deliberate step, and 
at the bidding of Berry, the executioner, 


placed himself on the fatal planks. 
The white cap was placed over his 


head and the rope round his neck. The 
closing words of the burial service fell 
from the lips of the chaplain and at a 


given signal Berry pulled the lever. 
All that happened was a grating sound; 


the trapdoor failed te move, and al- 
though the bolt was drawn a second and 
a third time, it had no effect. Berry 
and his assistants made a hasty ex- 
amination of the scaffold, and at its con- 
clusion the rope was taken from Lee’s 
neck, the cap was removed, and he was 
told to step off the plank. 


Cool Under the Ordeal. 
Several of the officials present showed 
signs of breaking down under the 
strain of the terrible scene. But not so 
Lee. He stood erect as before, and 
never flinched. 

Efforts were made to put the scaf- 
fold right, and when at .ast it was 
believed to be workable, Lee was again 
blindfolded, pinioned, and placed on the 
trap with the rope round his neck. 

Again the lever was pulled, but again 
the scaffold refused to work. Berry 
and his assistants made desperate ef- 
forts to make the trap fall, but all to 
no purpose, and Lee was again taken 
off. This time he was removed to the 
back of the building and the services of 
a carpenter were requisitioned. He 
planed the sides of planks, and it was 
belleved he had removed the cause of 
the fallures. 

For the third time Lee was brought 
to the scaffold, and for the third time 
the chaplain read the burial service. 
But once again the lever failed to re- 
lease the trap, and after a hurried éon- 
ference between the Governor, the un- 
der-sheriff and the chaplain it was de- 
cided to postpone the execution. Lee 
was thereupon released from the rope 
and taken back to his cell. 

Story of White Dove. 

The same night Mr. James, the under- 
sheriff, traveled to London and laid all 
the facts before the Home Secretary, 
Sir William Harcourt, who at once or- 
dered a telegraphic message to be sent 
to the Governor of the jail respiting 
Lee. 

Later, Sir William Harcourt ordered 
the sentence to be commuted to one of 
penal servitude for life.

Ever since her marriage she 
has lived in continual fear of the dread- 
ed revolutionaries, and before the birth 
of the little Czarevitch, three years ago, 


she was decidedly unpopular with the 
people. 

Her Majesty is a daughter of the late 
Grand Duchess of Hesse, and is, there- 
fore, a granddaughter of the late Queen 
Victoria. As a girl, the Czarina was 
brought up in the most simple manner, 
and until her confirmation she was only 
fllowed 2% cents a week for pocket 
money. She was so bright and happy 
in those days that she earned the nick- 
name of the ‘“‘Princess Sunshine.” 

The result of the Czarina’s early train- 
ing has shown itself in the way she 
rules the court. She has done away 
with much of the old pomp and cere- 
mony, and has introduced English cus- 
toms into the royal circle. 

She is a devoted mother and super- 
intends the care of the children herself. 
The royal nurseries are arranged in 
English manner and everything is done 
in the simplest way. 

The Czarina’s dresses, although costly, 
are the plainest, and those of the little 
princesses are devoid of finery.

She feared no violence, however, for 
she stands 6 feet 6 inches and weighs 
more than two hundred pounds, al- 
though she fs only 26 years of age 

“I find that conservatism is a good 
rule in my work,” she told a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter. “I never recommend 
anything which ‘is beyond the worker's 
capacity to enjoy. The law of diminish- 
ing returns is very evident in adV&n- 
tages given to the workers. To give 
some Classes of people stationary lav 
atories would teach them nothing. They 
do-mot appreciate them any more than 
the tubs which I usually. favor. In 
their carelessness they demolish them 
without Knowledge or thought of cnelr 
value. 

Makes Them Like Her. 

“I find that great care must be exer- 
cised in what is done for the working 
people. If too much is done for them 
it works evil in their minds, and they 
become overbearing. A strike usually 
results when comforts.are given them 
for the purpose of advertisement.”’ 

Miss Winterbotham admitted that in 
many cases when she found the hearts 
of the employers impervious to the 
feelings ef the laborers, she induced 
them to do her bidding through a per- 
sonal liking for her. 

“Why, I become so nice and pleasant 
that they just do what I want them to 
whether they want te or not,” she 
laughed with @ nod ef her pretty head. 

Miss Winterbotham has charge of the 
‘‘welfare” department ef a large cotton 
mill in South Boston, Va. There she 
mingles with the laborers, goes into the

REAL ESTATE MEN LEAVE 
$12,500 CASH IN COURT 


De Hodiamont Company’s Officers 
Deposit Gold and Currency 
While Suit Is Pending. 


It looked as if there had never been 
a money panic when officers of the 
De Hodiamont Realty Co. and their 
attorneys appeared in the Clayton Cir- 
cult Court yesterday to file an infunc- 
tion suit against the Oakwood Realty 
Co. They were literally loaded with 
gold and currency and there was not 
a “John Smith’’ check or a clearing 
house certificate in the lot. They left 
it with the -.erk of the-court, $12,500 in 
all. 

The suit was to prevent a sale under 
a deed of trust by the Oakwood com- 
pany and Ralph D. sBierman, their 
trustee, of 80 acres of land on the Col- 
lins and Sappington roads, in St. Louis 
County. The deed of trust was given 
by Walter W. Proul itn 1905 to secure a 
debt of $20,000 and principal and interest 
remaining unpaid amounted to $12;500. 

The sale was to have been made at 
noon yesterday. In their application for 
a restraining order the De Hodiamont 
Realty Co. declared it had acquired 
Proul’s interest and had tendered to 
the other company the amount due on 
the property. To keep the tender good 
they deposited the $12,500 in court, pend- 
ing the hearing on the injunction, which 
is set for Jan. 25, 








RELEASE FROM PRISON ee 
FRISCO’S EX-MAYOR ASKED 


Attorney for Schmitz Takes Advan- 
tage of Appellate Court Rul- 


ing, but Must Wait. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 11.—Applica- 
tion for the release on bail of Eugene 
E. Schmitz, who has* been confined 
in the County Jail for eight months, 
was made to Superior Judge Dunne 
this morning by Attorney Frank C. 
Drew, of counsel for the former mayor. 

At the request of William Hoffcock, 
assistant district attorney, who de- 
clared that he had not been advised of 
| the intention of the defendant to ask 
for bail until late last night, and be- 
cause of the absence from the city of 
District Attorney Langdon, Judge 
Dunne postponed the matter until Mon- 
day morning. 

This was the first move made by the 
former mayor to take advantage of the 
finding of the Appellate Court, which 
in effect has declared that Schmitz was 
iliegally convicted of extortion, holding 
that mo crime had been committed and 
that Judge Dunne had been unfair in 
his rulings and made numerous errors. 

Attorney Drew stated to the Asso- 
clated Press that the application for 
the release of Schmitz was made in 
justice to the defendant, who had been 
declared innocent by the higher court, 
pending the issuance of the remittitur. 

On Monday, the application for bail 
will be renewed and the court will be 
asked to reduce the aggregate bail on 
tne 40 indictments against Schmitz from 
$500,000 to $200,000.

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UGENE H. ANGERT, a young lawy er of St. Louis, has written for the Green 

Bag, a legal journal, published in the East, an extremely interesting paper 

forecasting the coming development of aerial law. This is presented in the 

form of ‘‘a paper read before the Bar Association on March 16, 1975.’’ Some extracts 
from this legal ‘‘Looking Backward’’ follow: 


T is proposed to discuss the liability of an 
operator of aerial machines, airships or air- 
crafts of any sort to the property owners 

over and above whose land he navigates. 


The earliest case on the subject is the case of 
Burns v. New York Aeria; Navigation Company, 
which was decided in 1936 and is reported in 521 
N. Y. 689. The case arose upon demurrer to the 
petition which alleges that the plaintiff was the 
owner of a tract of land located in the County 
of Kings, New York, and the defendant was 
proprietor and owner of an airship which he will- 
fully caused to traverse over and above the land 
of the plaintiff to the plaintiff's damage in the 
sum of $10. The trial Court sustained the de- 
murrer, but the Court of Appeals reversed the 
judgment. In the course of the opinion the 
Court said: 


“It is elementary that the owner of real property 
owns the space above the surface and has the same 
right to its free and uninterrupted use as to the land 
below. Blackstone (Book 2, p. 18) says: ‘Land has 
also in its legal signification, an indefinite extent up- 

fard as well as downward. The word land includes 
not only the face of the earth, but everything under 
it or above. it.’ Consequently, ag any physical] con- 
tuct, no matter how slight, with the surface of the 
earth, cwned by another would be trespass: it fol- 
lows that physical contact with the air above the 
surface is likewise a trespass. 


“The defendant has submitted no authorities, but 
is strongly urged that the old notion that the owner- 
ship of the soil carried with it ownership of the air 
above the goil is a fiction which must give way before 
considerations of common sense. It has also insisted 
that this is a case in which by its very nature actu- 
al damages is an impossibility and the courts should 
not open_their doors to a line of litigation that would 
accomplish nothing. This question, while nevér final- 
ly passed upon, has agitated the minds of learned 
judges for almost two centuries. The authorities are 
discussed in an old text book entitled ‘Pollock on 
Torts’ (Am. Ed.) page 423, where it is said: 


“It has been doubted whether it is a trespass to 
pass .over land without touching the soil, as one may 
in a balloon, or to cause a material object, as shot 
fired from a gun, to pass over it. Lord Ellenborouvugh 
thought; it. was not in itself a trespass to interfere 
with a column of air superincumbent on the close and 
that the remedy would be by an action on the case 
for any actual damage; though he had no difficulty 
in holding that a man is a trespasser who fires a gun 
on his own land so that the shot fall on his neigh- 
bor’s land. ‘ Pickering vs. Rudd, 4 Camp. 219. 

““Fifty years later Lord Blackburn inclined to 
. think differently (Kenyon vs. Hart, 6 B. S. 249, 252), 
and his opinion seems the better. Clearly there can 
be a wrongful entry on land below the surface, as 
by mining, and in fact this kind of trespass is rath- 
er prominent in our modern books. 


“It does not seem possible on the principles of the 
common law to assign any reason why an entry at 
any height above the surface should not also be a 
trespass. The improbability of actual damage may 
be an excellent practical reason for not suing a man 
who sails over one’s land in a balloon; but this ap- 
pears irrelevant to the pure legal theory. Trespasses 
clearly devoid of legal excuse are committed every 
day on th surface itself and yet are of so harmless 
a kind that no reasonable occupier would or does 
take notice of any of them. Then one can hardly 
doubt that it might be a nuisance apart from any 
definite damage to keep a balloon hovering over an- 
other man’s land, but if it is not a trespass in law 
to have the balloon there at all, one does not see 
how a continuing trespass is to be committed by 
keeping it there. Again it would be strange if we 


could object to shots fired across our land only in 
the event of actual injury being caused and the 


passage of the foreign body in the air above our 
soil being thus a mere incident in a distinct trespass 
te person or property.’ : 


“We have examined the early cases cited by the 
learned author and find that in the case of Picker- 
ing vs. Rudd, Lord Ellenborough said: ‘Would tres- 
pass Ife for passing through the air in a balloon over 
the land of another? This question was not answered 
and so the case is no authority. But in Venyon vs. 
Hart we find the question answered affirmatively by 
Lord Blackburn in thia language: ‘That case raised 
the old query of Lord Effenborough as to a mere 
passing over the land of another in a balloon: he 
doubted whether an action of trespass could lie for it. 
I understand the good sense of the doubt though not 
the legal reason of it.’ The last sentence has given 
rise to much discussfon and has been, we believe, 
justly criticised, for if a legal reason does not sup- 
port the learned Lord’s opinion, how can good sense 
ifiture in it? Consequently, the dictum of Le~14 Rlack. 
ourn is a distinct authority for the maintenance of 
an action such as the present one. 


“From this examination of authorities it is ap- 
Parent that an action of trespass would lie under the 
circumstances of this case. We believe we are con- 
cluced by the legal maxim cujus est solum ejus est 
esque ad coelum. The ownership of the column of 
vir ia vested in the proprietor of the subsoil. Ana 
if th’r action be not allowed, what is to prevent the 
own of an airship from permanently anchoring his 
maci e on my land? If one machine, why not hun- 
dreds And, then, eventually, he may acquire owner. 
snip bY ‘dverse possession &hd I will no longer own 
usque & coelum. 


“It ie necessary to sustain the plaintiff's right ef 
action tn order to retain that principle upon which 
all titie to real property is. founded. The trifling 
nature of the damage is of no importance, for courts 
_ brecect rights, no matter how insignificant, and the 
maxim de minimis non curat lex has no application; 
see Butler vs. Telephone Company, 109 N. Y. App. 
Div. 217. where the owner of land was allowed to re- 
cover 6 cents in damages in an action of ejectment 
for Injury to his land by a wire stretched over it. 
Also Murphy vs. Bodger, 6 Vt. 723. The Court erred 

sustaining the demurrer and the judgment is re- 


versed.”’ 

In the case of Dyer vs. St. Louis & New York 
Rapid Transit Company, 528 N. Y. 30, the same 
Court decided that it is a defense to the action to 
show that the airship was driven out of its route 
and across the plaintiff's land by a gale, since 
trespass nece -ri’- meant a wil!f~’ act. Th» 
Court found abundant authority for the decisicn 
iu the early case of Smith vs. Stone, decided by 
the King’s Bench Michaelmas Term, reported in 
Style 67, as fo ‘ows: 

“Smith brought an action of trespass against Stone, 
pedibus ambulando. The defendant pleads this spe- 
cial plea in justification, viz: That he was carried 
upon the land of the plaintiff by force and violence 
of others and was not there voluntarily, which is the 
same trespass for which plaintiff brings action. The 
plaintiff demurs to this plea. In this case Roll J. said 
that it is the trespass of the party that carried the de- 
fendants upon the land and not the trespass or the 
defendant. as he that drives my cattle into another 
man’s land is the trespasser against him, and not I, 
who own the cattle.’’ 

The effect of the decision in the Burns case, al- 


lowing the ower of ‘the land an action for tres- 
pass, was widespread. With remarkable urani- 
mity it was followed and approved in every juris- 
diction. There was a*perfect flood of airships 
litigation. Suits became so numerous that in 1939 
a special divisio” of the Circuit Court in St. Louis, 
known as the Air Division was created for the 
purpose of trying nothing but this class of cases. 
Since necessarily: only nominal damages could 
‘be obtained, one might well wonder why so many 
suits should be brought on account of infringe- 
ment of a right that was purely technical and 
which could not result in material gain to the 
plaintiff. The owner must be sought in the his- 
tory of aircraft. 


Although extensively used for passenger traffic 
for 15 years prévious, it was only in 1934 that 
freight transportation by aircraft became general, 
end then it was.that the bitterest and most de- 
struc’ ve conflict in the history of the economic 
worl¢ began. On the one, side were ranged the. 
ailroads: of the country ‘with their tremendous 
investments;- their control of the channels of 
commerce and of the financial institutions of. the 
country together with all the political and legis- 
lutive influence they had built up through dec- 
aces. Against this aggregation of wealth, power 
ard prestige the airship companies had nothing to 
pit save their superior practibility and the reduc- 
e¢ cost of transportation. 


But the im. ortance of this latter ‘consideration 
will appear when it is noted that when the fight 
was at its height, the aircraft companies were 
able, without loss, to transport freignt and pas- 
scngers at rates that were about half the actual 
cost to the railro is. Every device known to the 
Courts of law was invoked by the rairoads, every 
aid that could be wrung fiom the cupidity of 
legislators was brought into play. So effective and 
so costly was their fight that it is doubtful if the 
aircraft companies would have won in the strug- 
gle in spite of tueir ability to transnort at much 
lower rates than the railroads, had not the people 
been active in their favor. Public sentiment and 
public s)mpathy expressed in many different 
ways were all allied against the railroads. The 
smaller railroads yielded first and went into 
bankruptcy and receiver’s hands. One after anoth- 
er the railroads became abandoned hulks of com- 
merce, and rotting ties and deserted stations 
dotted the country from one end to the other. 

In 1942 the great Atlantic and Pacific railroad 
alone remained. It formed a continuous route 
from New York to Seattle and was organized in 
1°09. The final crash’ came in 1942 when the At- 
lantic and Pacific railroad went into the hands 
of a receiver. Its subsequent sale did not realize 
enough to pay its floating indebtedness. The col- 
lapse of the Atlantic and Pacific railroad marked 
the passing of the railroads as instruments of 
ecmmerce; although in some localities electrical 
roads were still used for many years as a means 
of transportation for short distances and also for 
switching purposes, it being at first impractible 
for the aire’ aft companies to load and unload 

reely in closely built cities. 

Today when railroads belong to the antiquated 
und superceded inventions of mankind, and air- 
ships litterally darken tne heavens, when the 
journey from New York to San Francisco is made 
between the rising and setting of the sun. when 
ccmmodities are transported from one locality to 
another at such slight cost cnd with such rapidity 
as to make distances from the points of produc- 
tion practically no item in the ultimate cost, 
when travel by steamship : cross the ocean is as 
far superceded as the oxcart was 75 years ago 
for travel cross the prairies; when the war air- 
sh:ps have so completely supplanted the old bat- 

tleship as the gatling gun has superseded the bow 
and arrow, we can hardly realize that this tre- 
n.endous transformation, penetrating every depart- 
ment of civilimed life, has taken place within the 
lost 60 years. In the bitter. struggle which raged

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between te railroads and the aircraft companies 
from 1934 to 1940 and even down to 1942 when 
the great A. & P. railway went out of existence 
every attack that ingenuity could devise was re- 
sorted to by both sides. 

The decision in the Burns case came in 1936 
when the fight between the airship com; anies and 
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the railroads was at its height and suggested a 
weapon that was eagerly seized and viciously 
used. The railroads were the inspiration of 
practically every suit of trespass that was brought 
and whenever a property owner friendly to rail- 
road inter was found over whose land a line

In Congress last year Representative 
Stanley denounced the Trust as the most 
far-reaching and criminal of all the 
trusts in this ceuntry. 

“IT want te say,” said Mr. Stanley, 
“net as a leone, unfounded denuncia- 
tien, but quietly and deliberately—and I 
shall suppert what I say by absolutely 
Incentrevertible proof and documentary 
evidence—that neither Standard O11 nor 
the Pennsyivania Railroad ner any oth- 
er combination of men eutside the Pent- 
tentlary has ever se epenly and fia- 
grantiy violated the law as has the 
American Tobacese Ce. in the last twe 
years, It is the mest perfectly organ- 
ized and powerfully equipped of al) the 
trusts today. From the plant in the 
ground te the finished product ne man 
can engage .in the tebacece business 
without doing fealty in meney and in 
manhood te James B. Duke, the presi- 
dent of the American Tobacce Co.” 

In an article in Everybedy’s Maga- 
sine C, E. Russell wrote of the Trus:: 
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Way when the Trust giarted to vapiure 
their business. 

“Sometimes the Trust has resorted to 
extreme mer*ures to pull them down. [t 
has induced the landlords to ralse their 
rent to unendurable figures; it has 
hought the prope’ ihey rented; very 
often it has pushed them to ruin. by 
giving tobacco away or selling at prices 
that made competition impossible. I do 
not know how many suicides have re- 
sulted from these operations. The re- 
maining dealers say there have been 
many. The whole nistery of the de- 
velopment of the Tobacco Trust has 
been a story of crue) hardship. Its 
pathway to success and profits has been 
ever ruined tracdesgmen."' 

How the producer is squeezed is t_id 
by Mr. Russell, as follows: 

“The story Of how the Trust has al- 
most ruined the producer is a_ melan- 
choly one. I’rom time immemorial tobace 
co leaf had been sold in the tobacco ree 
gions at the free competition of buyers. 
The farmers brought their tobacee te 
market and the buyers bid fer it. The 
Trust has changed al! this, for now itn 
a great part of the tebacco region there 
s but one buyer. The Trust makes the 
price what it pleases, and the farmer 
must accept this price er take his to- 
bacco home again. 


Trust Destroyed Competition. 


“Under the operation ef this sys:. 
such tobacco as had for years brought 
in a free and open market 6 te 8 cents 
& pound sells now fer $8 cents a pound 
er leas. Fhe iand that had fermeriy 
produced $75 to §2200 an acre now yields 
less than half of its former returns, 
and a distinguished Kentuckian has 
ealoulated that tn his State, because of 
the operation of the Trust, the returns 
to the tobacco farmer are less than .0 
cents a day for his labor. 

“In four ef the countries of Europe— 
France; Italy, Austria and Spain—to- 
becco is a Government business, and 
those four Governments buy in the 
United States every year about one 
million pounds of tobacce, The Trust 
arranged fer the buyers of these Gov- 
ernments that they should have a cer- 
tain fixed territery in the South in 
which they might buy witheut opposi- 
tion, previded they sheuld buy nething 
eutside eof that territory. When this 
arrangement wae made it destreyed the 
last chanee ef cempctiiion, and gave 
ever the preducer beund to his despoil- 


"Ever 7 day,” says Russell, “the con- 
wumer finds greater difficuity in dis- 
Gevering a cigar apaye vulside of the 
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great 


Trust; every Gay a greater preportien 
of the retail business ig seized Ay the 
Trust. Many stores that pretend te be 
independent and de not fly the Trust 
fag, @re really ewned by the 
Trust; you ceuld hardly tell when 
you are buying ef the Trust and 
when you are net. Great, glittering, 
brilllantly lighted stores, cleverly 
worded advertisements, specious prom- 
ises of low prices, attract the con- 
guiner; it de not seem possible that 
bad goods can come from such im- 
posing places. 

“With much cunning the Trust has 
brought into the business the influence 
of women. Imitating the trading stamp 
device, it holds forth bribes in the 
shape of coupons that are exchangeable 
for articles of household use, and thus 
it tnduces women to urge their hus- 
bands to buy at Trust stores. As the 
Trust has an abnormal margin of pro- 
fit, it can, of course, well afford these 
bribes.”’ 

Some evidence of how the Tobacco 
Trust has throttled competition and 
ef how it has bled the buyers of its 
securities, and of the ¢normoug profits 
it hag and ls making ts disclosed in a 
brief outline of ite history. I was 
feunded in 189 and owes its existence 
te the growth of the cigarette habit. 
which infected this country soon after

ASHIONABLE dames of 
Ohicago are now plung- 
ers.

fums, but on the horseraces. 
Whether aristocrat or merely 
nouveau rich, the women who 
have acquired the betting fever 
are risking their money in large 
amounts with the coolness and 
boldness of the. male gamblers. 


T has long been generally known 
] that thousands of the women in the 

Windy City, of various social 
grades, are regular poker fiends. The 
fact that they have been addicted to all 

aner of gambung at card games. such 
as poker, bridge, etc. has been =xposed 
by rows among members of several 
women's clubs, which have resulted in 
sensational disclosures, shocking both 
the clergy and the laity. 

But, until recently, it was a close 
Secret known only to a limited num- 
ber of the gambiing fraternity that 
many Chicago women, young and old. 
are eager patrons of the poolrooms and 
the bookmakers, 

Despite the fact that the race courses 
within and near the Lakeside metrop 
olis have been suppressed and that the 
authorities have ciamped down the ‘“‘lid’”’ 
on betting on horse races that are run 
on tracks where the law does not inter- 
diet them, these society women openly 
risk their money on the speed contests 
of*the turf. Sometimes they win, but 
more often they lose and the book- 
makers wax rich. 

Elegantly Furnished Parlors. 

So widespread is this: mania for gam- 
bling among the fair plungers that many 
of the poolrooms have adjuncts for the 
especial accommodation of women who 
want to bet their money on the ponies. 
These quiet places are very plain rooms 
or residence flats in near proximity to 
the regular men's p°olrooms and very 
simply furnished. But with the spread 
of the horse race betting mania there 
was established in Chicago an exclusive 
poolroom for women which, in Its fur- 
nishings partakes of the splendors of a 
palace, so luxuriously is it fitted up. 

Although there is not the vestige of a 
eign en the exterior of the building to 
indicate that ft is anything else than an 
eramary clegantiy fitted up cafe and 
eenfectionery parlor, hundreds of women 
know well the obscure side-door lead-

The uninitiated would never susp*ct 
that the peool-roem is a ga'nbling resort. 
It looks like a “rest” room in a big de- 
partment store, designed for the com- 
fort of weary shoppers. It is used large- 
ly by shoppers, but always before, not 
after, their tedious journeys through 
the stores. If a strange visitor gets icto 
the place and takes a chair at a dis- 
tance too remote from the others pres-

As a result of investigations made by 
detectives attached to the office of 
State’s Attorney Healy of Cook County, 
for the benefit of a recent grand jury, 
it was estimated that more han $60,- 
000 a day is wagered in cuicago on 
horse races.

what astonished them more than that 
or that the male "gambling trust’’ 
bought protection from the police was 
the revelation that a “‘woman’s gam- 
bling trust’ existed. 


Stepping Stone to Ruin. 


This “woman’s gambling trust’’ is a! 
legéd to operate with headquarters it 
the neighborhood of Cottage Grove ave- 
nue and Thirty-fifth street. The games 
of chance include everything from car« 
playing for prizes that are readily cun 
trovertible Into cash, to poker and bet- 
ting on the races. In the place men- 
tioned there is to al! intents and pur- 
poses little more than card playing for 
prises. This sport attracts scores of 80- 
ciety women of the South Side and fash- 
ionable Kenwood. .But this card play- 
ing “is merely the stepping stone to 
gambling in rulnous form at other places 
provided by the “female gambling 
trust.”’ 

In a store two blocks south one of the 
woman promoters of the trust conducts 
a handbook for women who wish to 
“speculate’”’ on the chances ef the race- 
track. At a private house in Twenty- 
fourth street a poker game is run, and 
the woman who “lends” her rooms for 
the game Is said to make $3 out of the 
jackpot at each sitting. 

The method of “feeding” the hand- 
book and poker game is very simple. 
Every afternoon and evening the card 
games, which are open and considered 
eminently respectable, are played in a 
hall. It is a big place, with many tables 
which aré always crowded... Often the 
fascination of playiug for the prizes is 
so intense that the women cannot go 
home to dinner, but end their afternoon 
sport with a lunch at @ nearby cafe and 
then return for the evening games. Any 
ene is allowed te “sit in” by paying

of aircraft operated he was made a plaintiff in 
en action of trespass. There was no limit to the 
number of actions that the landowners could 
biing, since each passage of. the airship consti- 
tuted a separate trespass. “At first the only re- 
sult to be gaine. by the railroad vas the purely 
negative one of impairing the finances of the air- 
sulp companies by making them pay costs of the 
almost inexhaustible supply of litigation. The 
effect of this can be estimate. when in the city 
of St. Louis alone something over 7000 judgments 
were given against airship companies in the 
year 1939 and the costs in each case averaged 
about $50. 

Put this litigation, although successful, 
found to be slow in effecting the ultimate result 
aimed at, and accordingly we find the railroad at- 
torneys looking around for some other line of 
legal procedure that would more effectually and 
speedily hamper the operations of the air com- 
panies. They hit upon the design of resorting to 
equity and securing an injunction tn behalf of 
property cwners against the operations of air- 
craft over their land. 

The leading case on this subject is the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company v. U. 8. & Mexico Afro- 
bile Company, 635 U. S. 42, a case arising in the 
eastern part of Illinois. In the course of an ela- 
borate opinion the Supreme Court sald: 

“In this cage a perpetual injunction was granted 
restraining the defendant company from operating !ts 
air machines over and across the land of the p’ain- 
tiff company. The evidence conclusively showed that 
the defendant company operated an air craft for the 
transpertation of persons and freight between the 
city of St. Louis and the City of Mexico and that its 
machines, to the number of ® per day, passed con- 
tinuously over the land ef the plaintiff. Under the 
long line of guthorities beginaing with Burns vs. St. 
Leuis & Chicage Airship Co. it ts clear that the de- 
fendant is « trespasser. It ie the

vent the commission of a tort in such cases because, 
being continuous and repeated, the full compensa- 
tion fer the entire wroitg cannot be obtained in ene 
action at law for damages and many decisions are 
cited by the learned author in support of this state- 
ment ef the law. In the Debs case, In re Debs, 168 U. 
8. 564, this court went so far as to prevent by im- 
junction the commission, net of a civil tort, but of a 
crime. We are therefore ef the opinion that beth 
upon reason and authority the action of the lower 
court in awarding the injunction was proper and 
sheuld be affirmed.” 

The decision did not meet with universal ap- 
proval, and in some of the State Courts a dif- 
firent result was reached. Among the decisions 
are O’Brien v. San Francisco and Boston Airo- 
plane Company, 924 Missouri, 265, Addicks v. 
T-anslentic & Pacific Company, 24 South Texas 
6). Kenmore v. U. 8S. & Phillipine Aerial Associa- 
tion 76 Honolulu 26. 

However”, as in most instances, the U. 8. Courts 
had jurisdiction because the air companies were 
fi: eign corporations, these decisions of the State 
Ccurts offered no diff.cult,, and we find that in 
the Spring of 1939 practically every aircraft line 
ct importance was tied up by injunction and in 
many instances its officers and employes were 
confined !n «ederal Jails for contempt. It look- 
ed for a time as if the alr companies would have 
t» go out of business or make terms with the 
railroads.

Fruit and Nut Diet. 

The Government at Washington is 
trying its best to solve the food prob 
lem as to purity and wholesomeness, 
but there are men all over the country 
making individual experiments in order 
to find the most wholesome and at the 
same time the least expensive foods. 
One of these men, Dr. T. J. Allen of 
Aurora, Ill., recently finished a food 
test of 60 days, during which he lived 
on peanuts and lemonade. He now says 
he has solved “the whole scheme of ma- 
terial life,”’ and his solution is simple— 
it is just peanuts and bananas. 

He claims that a man can live on 
bananas and peanuts for 15 cents a 
day and grow fat. Fifteen cents a 
day deducted from a day’s wages of 
almost any man would leave him 
enough for healthful luxury and a 
big savings account for the bank. 
This professor also claims that on 
such a diet a man can work twice as 
much and twice as easily. 

“If people lived on peanuts and ba- 
nanas,”’ he says, “it would cost them 
not more than 15 cents a day, and 
they would be saved all the trouble 
of cooking, all the expense of serv- 
ants. It takes an hour to eat a meal 
of peanuts, but you can eat the goo- 
bers at your desk or bench—while 
you are at work, anywhere.” 

In Parsons, Kan., David D. Cush- 
man, his wife and five children are 
living at a cost of four cents per 
meal each, and all are healthy, happy 
and contented. What this family does 
with a little money is one of the 
finest examples of the science of 
home economy brought out by the

“Some time ago,” writes Mr. Cush- 
man, “I read with much interest an 
article in the Post-Dispatch by a man 
who made much of living well on 40 
or 60 cents a day. I couldn't see 
anything strange in that. My wife 
and I and our five children do not eat 
over four cents’ worth of food each 
at a meal. 

“How is it done? You might sup- 
pose that no class of people except 
the Chinese or foreigners from South- 
ern Europe could live on so little. 
But it is not the amount; the secret 
of the matter is how to do it. 

“To begin with,’’ writes this Kan- 
san, “eur bill for greceries. meat and 
milk for the past 31 days was $20, and 
that was the average for every month 
of the year 1907. We have a variety of 
food. Here is an ordinary bill of fare 
for a week, which can be varied with- 
out adding to the expense. 

“Each day fer eur breakfast we use 
a 10-cent er 15-cent pork or beefsteak. 
with milk gravy, bread or het biscuits 
and butter and coffee. Occasionally we 
have an egg each in place of meat. 


Soup, Beans and Gravy. 

“For dinner we use a 10-cent or 15-cent 
soup bone or boiling meat. One day we 
make vegetable soup, the next day we 
use Chi'‘e beans, the next a pot roast, 
with mashed potatoes, brown gravy, 
bread and butter. The remaining days 
of the week we may use beans—soup 
beans, beans with pork, baked beans 
and Lima beans with mashed potatoes 
and bread, butter and coffee. We vary 
the bill so as to have meat for several] 
days and beans on other days. 

“‘Now for supper, on the days we have 
meat for dinner, we have cold meat 
potato balls or cakes made from the 
potatoes left over from dinner, or we 
have hash mate of the left-over meat 
from dinner. On the days we have beans 
for dinner, we use the beans left over 
to make baked beans for supper, an4 
with g>20d, wholesome bread and butter 
and tea or coffee, we have just all 
we want to eat. 

“Wwe have and cake once or twice 
a week. The pies are good, and the 
cake is plam but rich. 

“Our children,” says this man, “are 
all strong and healthy. They pass up 
the dainties every time for soup beans 
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in some form or other. This bill of fare 
is made up as the average wage-earner 
eats his meals—breakfast, 6:30: dinner, 
12:15; supper, 6:30. 

“hough we are living cheaply, we 
are getting enough. and are happy, 
says Mr. Cushman. “Soup benes and 
navy beans are the thing.” 

At 4 cents a meal, this family of seven 
live on 28 cents a meal or 84 cents a day. 
That leaves 16 cents out of a dollar a 
day for tobacco, if Mr. Cushman 
smokes, and candy for the chiidren 
That 16 cents will pay for lots o: ether 
little things or for a ticket te an enter- 
tainment once in a while. For 7 cents 
a week the whele family May hear a 
new song or a new Sousa “piece” at 
the slot machine arcade, and for 3. cents 
a week the seven may see a *‘Nickel- 
odeon” show either educational or just 
laughable and entertaining. 

At @ wage say ef $2 a day, Mr. Cush- 
man could pay 40 cents or 5 cents a 

\ 


day house rent and still have 76 cents 
clear over each day’s expense for cloth- 
ing and fuel. If his family is as eco- 

mical on dress and other living ex- 
penses as on food, they could save 50 
cents a day, which for six days a week 
would make $8, or a little more than $12 
a month, or say about $150 a year. 

A saving of $10 a month at 3 per cent, 
compounded semi-annually, would yield 
$121.94 in one year, $247.56 in two years, 
$376 in three years, $510.31 in four years, 
$647.67 In five years, $1085.17 in eight 
years, or $1399.38 in 10 years.

He lived in a $1.50-a-week 
room, ate 15-cent and 2%-cent meals, was 
salesman in a haberdashery from 10 in 
the morning until 3 in the afternoon and 
then stenographer for a morning news. 
paper editor from 4 in the afternoon 
until 10 e’clock er later at night. Be 
sides, he picked up extra werk here 
and there. 


Money in Fat Calves. 

He made his two positions net him 
close to $100 a month over his ex- 
penses. He saved hjs money—didn’t 
smoke er drink or ge te theaters. In 
a short time he was lending money 
at interest to young men who made al- 
most twice his income. Later he began 
to invest his earnings and savings, Find- 
ing that he could fatten calves on 
public lands at low cest, he fattened 
enough to bring him in many hundreds 
of dollars clear on a low investment. 
That gave him his “stake.” 

He now has % position paying him 
considerably over $10 a month and he 
still keeps up his ‘“‘extras"’ and occa- 
sionally makes a good investment. He 
is getting rich, he doesn’t spend any

The income from his money should 
be sufficient to supply all reasonable 
needs. 

“If I receive but $1 a day and it costs 
me 60 cents a day to live, I can save §) 
cents a day. If I receive $2 a day, my 
living should cest me enly & cents a 
day and my savings would be $1.5 a 
day. There is the feature of saving—on 
$2 a day I could save three times as 
much as on $l a day. 

‘The trouble with Americans is that 
the more they recelve the more they 
plunge into extravagance. Hundreds .f 
thousands of foreigners are now re- 
turning to Europe after a few years in 
America at low wages with enough 
savings to start a vineyard and live 
well the rest of their lives. 

Steady Work the Thing.

Then she bestirred herself to have a 
buffalo preserve established by the 
Government. And the Government has 
laid aside a large tract of ground near 
ort Sill fer a buffalo preserve. 

So, perhaps Miss Dyer and I have 
some things in common other than the 
‘wo enes I have mentioned. To me 
there is also something inexpressibly sad 
about the fate of the buffalo which, not 
SO very long ago roamed in herds of 
countless millions upon the western 
plains. I admire the spirit which prompt- 
ed Miss Dyer to set about preserving 
that magnificent animal. I would have 
done that, too. 

Many women will take a different view 
of this thing. They will say that Miss 
Dyer did a noble thing in renouncing tue 
effete East for the broad prairies of the 
West. They wil) hold, with Miss lL yer, 
that the East is to5 artificial and ij:at 
there is more naturalness and good 
heartedness in the West. 

That may be, and probably is true, 
but give me the artificiality if it is ac- 
companied with( poitteness and good 
manners. 1 don’t like folks who are too 
natural. , 

I don’t like those bluff persons whw 
speak their mind upon all subjects and 
call @ spade a spade. want some of 
the varnish ef conventidnality over my 
intercourse with people, And a. 1 pre- 
fer Boston society to that of the prairies. 

And yet I admire the «'rve uf Migs 
Dyer. And I am prédicting great 
things for her, whethér she «t»Sw upon 
her ranch or goes batk to Boston. She

opinion, Make a mistake when she gave 
up se much when she left Boston. She 
yet has a chance of redeeming herself. 

She is one more woman who has done 
things that makes me proud that I am

she has made a success of it, toe. I 
only hope new that if she is bound to 
stay upon her ranch, she will get a good 
husband. She deserves one. 

Although I have never had the pleas- 
ure of meeting Miss Dyer, and probably 
never will meet her, I feel like saying 
to her, in the vigorous, luminous lan- 
guage of her ewn breezy prairies:

Prof. Grasset not only declares that every- 
body is insane, more or less, but he also points out why a little streak of insanity ts more 


beneficial to us than otherwise.

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CAREFUL study of Prof. Grasset’s remarkable 

book on the ‘‘demi-fous” leaus to two very de- 

cided and consoling conclusions; first, that all 
great men are more or less insane; and, second, that 
it is not such a very dreadful toing to belong to the 
‘‘demi-fous,’”’ after all. 

There is not, as Prof. Grasset points out, any way 
in which to draw a distinguishing line between 
sanity and insanity. The shades, or brands, of one 
overlap and are interwoven with the other to such 
a degree that it is impossible to show where the 
one ends and the other begins. In other words, you, 
for instance, can be both sane and insane at the same 
time—perfectly sane on certain subjects, but insane, 
or partly so, On at least one other. There are 80 
many brands of insanity that, fortunately, not all 
of us afe insane on the same subject. 

“Between caim, cold reason and a transport of 
passion,’’ says Prof. Grasset, ‘‘between or'g nality 
and eccentricity, between nervousness and agitation, 
between a person who is slightly touched and one 
who is demented, there are all degrees of tran- 
sitién, and it is impossible to say where insanity 
begins.”’ 

Admitting for the moment, then, that everybody is 
moré or less insane, it is not a question of just how 
insane a person is, but of the particular brand of 
insanity he has inherited or acquired. 

The brands may be counted by Yhe score. Some 
of them ate of real value, especially to a man of 
genius. Others are useless, harmless or detrimental, 
as the case may be. 

The erotomaniac, for instance, falls in love. But 
that is not all. He may love two sisters with equal 
love at the same time and, no matter how hard he 
may try, he cannot make up his mind which to 
marry. It is impossible for him to bear the thougat 
that either of the young women he loves should 
become the wife of another. He generally solves 
the problem by giving them both up and marrying 
@ third, 


The Class of Dipsomaniac. 

The dipsomaniac, who must not be classed with 
the habitual drunkard, suffers frem an affliction 
which impels him to dfink whenever an attack 
comes on. 

Then there are the kleptomaniacs. Prof. Grasset 
describes them as ‘‘sick people who are driven in 
spite of themselves to ‘ake what does not belong to 
them, just ag we have seen that the dipsomaniacs 
are driven by an frresistible power to drink.’ 

Among other brands of  sem!-insanit; 
mentioned sitiomania, pyromania, 
megalomania and onoeania, which are tilustrated 
and described elsewhere on this page. Then there 
are other brands which are characterized by illu- 
sions, hallucinations, jealousy, conceit, boasifu'ness, 
rashness, inertness, impulsiveness, ti:nidity and many 
forms ef eccentricity. 

Prof. Grasset declares that from childheod persons 
of unbalanced mind are apt to ‘‘draw attentien to 
themselves by their precocity, their quickness in 
taking held of everything and understanding it, 
and at the same time by their whims, their head. 
strong ways. their cruel instincts, their violent and 
convulsive attacks of anger. When they become 
men they are queer, complex, heterogenous indi- 
viduals, made up of contfadictory qualities and 
faults. They are often as highly gifted in one line 
as they are lacking in another. From the intel- 
lectual point of view they sometimes posséss the 
faculties of imagination. invention and expression 
in a very high degree; that ie to say, they are gifted 
in epeech, in the arts and in poetry."’ 


Those Who Are a “Little Off.” 

The originals and eccentrics show lack of equlll- 
bration to a still greater degree. ‘‘I'hese people,” 
says Prof. Grasset, “are what -.ne public would de- 
scribe as ‘a little off on some one subject: they 
either have some peculiar habit or wear some odd 
style of clothes or have a queer manner of wearing 
their hair or of walking or writing or speaking. It 
may be either a strange gesture, a form of speech.

heard of but for that little streak of insanity which 
lent luster and impetus to their minds and prompted 
them to accomplish something of tremendous value 
to mankind. , 

For instance, ‘‘Tolstoi belongs to the category of 
the semil-insane who are termed ‘originals.’ At 8 
years of age he was seized with an irresistible de- 
sire to fly. This idea haunted him to such a degree 
that he decided to put it into practice. He shut 
himself up in his study reom, ciimbed up to the 
window and made the movements for flying in the 
air. He fell from a height of more than sixteen feet 
and was sick for some time following.” 

Later Tolstoi’s particular brand ef insanity 
prompted him to fall in love, not once, but three- 
fold; for, having met the three daughters of Dr. 
Berce, he ‘‘began- by being very much taken by the 
oldest, then he thought he was in love with the 
second, and finally he fell in love ‘with the third.’’ 
The triple romance ended abruptly, for Tolstei sud- 
denly decided that instead of getting married he 
would mow hay with the moujiks in a peasant's 
blouse 

Ossip Lourie, who made a psychological study of 
many of the great Russian novelists of the nine- 
teenth century, summed up Tolstoi’s case in the fol- 
lowing way: 

“Tolstoi is one of those rare men to whom the 
English aphorism, ‘They are certainly cracked, but 
the crack lets in light,’ might apply. In a word, 
Tolstoi was a semi-insane genius."’ 

Even Socrates must have had «c streak of insanity 
in him, for he “went into ecstacies which were al- 
most cataleptic fits. At table, or in the streets of 
Athens, or in the camps, he would suddenly stop 
short, sometimes without apparent motive. At other 
times, on the occasion of a sneeze either by himself 
or one of his neighbors, he would act, Or would not 
act, according to whether the sneeze had taken 
place en his right hand or en his left.’’ 


The Insanity of Some Great Men. 

Prof. Grasset cites the cases of many ether great 
men of past and present times whose brands of 
insanity were manifested in various ways. Pascal, 
for instance, ‘‘could not stand seeing water without 
falling into a perfect fit of passion.” Then Auguste 
Camte, who has exerted a vast and lasting influence 
on the philosophical position of the savants of the 
nineteenth century, ‘was undoubtedly semi-insane 
when he was fiot wholly insane. He wrote inco- 
herent letters. While he, was taking a’ walk ene 
day he wanted to drag his wife with him into the 
Lake @’Enghein. During his meals he would try to 
drive his knife into the table, like Walter Scott's 
Highlander, and he would order the succulent back 
of a pig and recite bits of Homer.” 

Of Gorki, Prof. Grasset writes that he “made an 
attempt to commit suicide at the age of 18 and be-

longed .to the category of the semi-insane who have 
been termed vagabonds or wanderers.”’ 

Guy de Maupassant died insane. He had often 
confessed to Paul Borget that he frequently saw hs 
double. In going into his «wn room he would see 
himself seated upon his own sofa. The roots of his 
disease ‘“‘seemed to be confused with the very quall- 
ties of his talent.” Villemain had ideas of persecu- 
tion. Jean Jacques Rousseau was successively clock- 


maker, mountebank, music master, painter and ser-, 


vant, and then followed the paths of medicine, mu- 
sic, theology and botany. He used to meditate bare- 
headed in the sun at midday. He fell in love at 
11. He would suddenly depart trom an inn, leav- 
ing his trunk behind him. Gerard de Nerval, the 
political writer and poet, was subject to hallucina- 
tions. He would be found on the street corner, his 
hat in his hand, lost in a sort of ecstacy. In the 
Tuileries he saw the goldfish in the big fountain 





putting their heads out of the water trying te entice 
him to follow them to the bottom. The Queen ef 
Sheba was waiting for him, they said. He was 
found at the Palais Royal dragging a live lobster 
along at the end of a blue ribbon. He tried to fly 
like the birds, and one day at a moment, in one of 
the streets in Paris, when he waited with his arms 
spread out fer his soul to mount to a star, he was 
gathered in by a gendarme ‘‘because he had pre- 
pared for this ascension by taking off his terrestrial 
garments.” 

Baudelaire dyed his hair green. He was an epicure 


on odors, and used to say that his soul soared upon 
perfumes as the souls of other men soared upon 
music. One day after throwing a traveling glazier

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downstairs and breaking every pane ef glass Bau- 
delaire exclaimed: “The beauty of life! The beauty 
of life.” He declared later that he experienced at 
that moment an “infinite joy,’’ because he Was not 
yet insane, at least, not officially so. 

The case ef Alfred de Musset, who Was ‘‘réstiess, 
visionary and slightly maniacal,” is most interest- 
ing. In the Cafe de la Regence it was his habit 
to order a plate of cigars and-a frightful mixture 
of beer and absinthe, which he would swallew in 
a gulp. Then De Musset would settle himself solidly 
against the back of the divan and light one cigar 
after another until the plate was empty. At half- 
past 11 the waiter would hail a cab, lead the poet 
by the arm, and put him safely inte the vehicle. He 
would let himself be taken quietly to his house. 
where his old nurse put him to bed like a child. 


Even the great Napoleon had bis particular brand 
of insanity. He believed in presentiments ant 
horoscopes, as is well known, and Prof. Grasset 
says further he “suffered from a habitual twitch- 
ing of the right shoulder and ef the lips.” Zola 
used to count the pumber of gas jets in the streets, 
the numbers en the doors and chiefly the numbers 
on cabs. Balzac had an ambulatory mania. One 
evening, when he had put on a handsome new 
dressing gown, he wanted to go into the street 
with it on and with a lamp in his hand to excfte 
the admiration of the public. Schopenhauer always 
suspected that he was possessed of a demon. He 
said he could feel it within him. He used to pags 
entire weeks without speaking to anybody. Swift 
announced in his youth that he would go mad, and, 
as a matter of fact, he did. 


Some Curious Hallucinations. 


Edgar Allan Poe drank, as Baudelaire has said, 
“like a savage.” He was subject to the most hor- 
rible hallucinations. Haller, the celebrated phystol- 
ogist, believed he was being continually pursved 
by enemies. He took enormous doses of opium. 
Newton became ingane in bis old age. Beethoven, 
who always washed In ice water, “weuld lift 
with his hands, scolding 
quantity ef water on

ico City— Sacrificial Stone 
Found Wet With Blood of Victims, and Body of Girl 
Shows How Her Heart Was Cut Out—Amazing Re- 


vival of Ancient Rite by Indians 


UMAN beings are killed and their 

H hearts torn out and burned in 

sacrifice to anctent heathen gods 

upon thig North American continent, 

and within a Httl®® more than a thou- 
sand miles of St. Louis. 

It seems incredible that the emoke of 
‘human flesh is yet offered in burnt 
sacrifice to savage gods anywhere upon 
earth. The civilized world has thought 
that the last of this barbaric rite was 
geen centuries ago. 

It ts one of the strangest, most start- 
ling discoveries of the age that in the 
Gawn of this twentieth century human 
life ig sacrificed to appease the anger of 
gavage gods, and that this is done within 
a three-days’ ride by ralfl- from St. 
Louis, 


Snatched in Sight of Tourists. 


This is done by the Yaqui Indians 
within a short distan@e of the City of 
Mexico. The Mexican Government has 
Gone everytaing it could to stop the 
savage rites and to Keep the news of 
the human sacrifices from leaking to 
the Gutside world. But the sacrifices 
are yet going on as they have been from 
the most anofent times. 

Tt is always a iictie girl that is sac- 
rificed. Thig makes the rite all the 
nore revolting. 

‘The little maidens are kidnaped from 
the streets in the City of Mexico and 
are smuggled out of the city, supposed- 
ly in bales of hay, and that is the last 
ever seen or heard of them. Within the 
last year or two more than fifty girls 
have been stolen from the streets of 
the City ef Mexico and have been of- 
fered up in sacrifice to the gods of the 
Yaqui Indians, 

Gir'g have been snatched from the 
midet of crowds ef American tourists 
and have been carried away to these 
. sacrifices. But in no instances has an 
American child been taken. It is al- 
ways @ native child. 


Little Hearts Torn Out. 


The body of ene of the little giris, 
with the heart tern out, was found. And 
the sacrificial stone, red yet with the 
blood of tinnecent maidens, was found 
and carried te the City of Mexico. This 


only way to please them and avert dis- 
aster was to offer up human sacrifices. 
The method in which this was done has 
been graphically described by different 
travelers of the middle ages wiio saw it. 


Strange Butchet’s Blocks. 

The stones upen which the lives were 
offered up to the gods were all a'ike. 
They wére big and round, something 
after the manner of a butcher’s block 
of the present day, and they were cov- 
ered with strange’ picture carvings and 
prayers to the gods. Right in the cen- 
ter of the top of the stone was a hol- 
low place scooped out and from this 
cetitral depression a trough fran out to 
the edge of the stone. 


The sacrifices were made at sunrise. 
The stene rested upon an elevation from 
which a clear view of the rising sun 
could be had. When a sacrifice was to 
be made the people of the tribe gathered 
before the stdéne. . 


Upon the stene the maiden fay, naked 
and with faoe turned toward the east. 
Beside tho stone stovud the priest, with 
uplifted knife and with eyes watohing 
for the first crimson streake of the 
dawn. At a moment when the rim of 
the sun peeped above the horizon the 
priest plunged the knife into the girl's 
breast and ripped it open, while the 
assembled Indians chanted frenzied 
prayers. 


Diaz’s Efforts Fail. 


The priest, “with the greatest haste, 
enatched out the heart and put it quick- 
ly Inte the hollow of the stone. The 
blood ran down the trough in the stone 
and then a fire was kindled upon it and 
the heart was burned, and the body was 
Cast away. 

In the National Mexican Museum in 
Mexico City are several of these old 
sacrificial stones that have been found. 
The temples in which these human sac- 
rifices were made yet exist in ruins } 
many places tn Mexico. 


Tt is now known that the rites of bu- 
man sacrifice, supposed to have ceased 
when the Kingdom of Montezuma was 
overthrown by the Spaniards four cen. 
turies ago, have been carried on in se- 
cret ever since by the yet uncivilized 
Yaqui tribes. These live in almost in- 
eccessible wilds. 

Every effort has been made to civilize 
them. They treated all men not o* 
their race as enemies and they live to- 
day almost exactly as they @id thou. 
sands of years ago. In the lands thev 
inhabit, south of the City of Mexico. 
there are vast forests of the tallest 
trees and a thick and heavy verdure. 
Hidden tn these forests are many ruins 
vast in extent, of the anclent temp'es 
Around thefe the sAvage Yaqu's [ve 


i ae 


and preserve the customs of their fore- 
fathers. 

President Diaz has tfied ih every way 
to make these tribes take on the ways 
vf civilization. He has even gone so 
far as to try and deport them in groups 
from their native wilds to more cfvil- 
ized communities. The lives of many 
brave Mexican soldiers have been lost 
in this attempt to capture them, and it 
has been unsuccessful. 

About a month ago the polices of the 
City of Mexico began receiving reports 
of strange disappearances of little 
children. There were similar features 
about all the disappearances. It was 
clwayvs @ young girl. And they were 
all Fidnaped in the same general way. 


Mysterious Abductions. 


The child would be upon some crowd 
ed place with her mother or with a 
friend or alone, Suddenly a hand would 
reach out of the crowd and be clapped 
over the mouth of the girl. Unable to 
make an outcry, she would be jerked 
up ‘nto the arms of a stalwart person 
and turried away. Nothing would ever 
be heard again of that child. 


The police of the city became alarmed 
at the frequency of the kidnapings. A!! 
members of the force were ordered to 
keep an especial watch for the kid- 
napers. But none were caught. Many 
of the children had been stolen from 
the Zocoalo, a spot in front of the 
Cathedral, which upon feast days is 
crowded.

Yaqui Indian Confesses. 


At last one of the Iifttle giria stolen 
several davs before in the City of Mex!- 
co was found fn a lonesome place in the 
forest 30 miles away and close te one 
of the old sacrificial temples. The 
breast of the child had been ripped 
open with a keen knife and the heart 
had been taken out. The body was 
brought back to the city for burial and 
news of the strange mutilation went 
over the city. 

Then someone noticed that the body 
had been cut and the heart taken out 
of it exactly as the ancient Aztecs 
used to do in their sacrificial. ceremo- 
nies. Another circumseta that pointed 
in the same direction was the locality 
in which the body was found. ao r-ir 
to one of the ancient temples. 

Then one of the Yaqui Indlane was 
captured and under @ kind of torture 
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ne confessed that all of the young giris 
who had been kidnaped had been sac- 
rificed. He told of the weird ceremony 
In the dark, tropical forest, how the 
girl had been tied to the ancient stone 
and killed and her heart gnatched out 
of the quivering flesh as the sun arose.

HE Jewish School in Middlesex 
T Street, Londen is called the largest 

school in the world. Its 3500 pupils 
constitute the record number of scholars 
gathered together in one building. Some 
of its eld pupils have won success in 
the highest walks of life. 

Its history and development are main- 
ly the work of Leuis Abrahams, the 
present head master, who will shortly 
retire after fifty-four years’ honorable 
service. When Mr. Abrahams began his 
scholastic career in 1853 there were bare- 
ly 85.000 Jews in the Bast End. From 
Stepney to Spitalfields stretched a vast 
number of mean streets, notorious for 
their crimes. 

Writing of this district, Sir Walter 
Besant stated that “Under the canopy of 
heaven there was nothing so vile or 
vicious.” Middlesex Street then, under 
the name of Petticoat Lane, had won 
a world-wide reputation for its famous 
market, with its skillful thieves, who 
could steal a watch at one end ef the 
street and sell it to the ewner at the 
other. 

The school began as a narrow bullding, 
giving accommodation te 600 boys and 
900 girls. The space for the boys was 
an area of 18 feet by & feet; for the 
girls half that size. The boys’ room was 
divided by sling shutters, the giris’ 
by green curtains. But its success was 
stimulated by the powerful influence 
of the Rothschild family. 

New additions were made and the 
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number of pupils steadily increased, un- 
tlh im 1900 it had « record attendance. 
This was largely caused by the generost- 
ty of the Jewish community who wishe 
to make a present to Lord Rothschild 
for his tireless interest in the scheel. 
They ceuld hardly present the richest 
banker im the world with a check, ner 
could they effer a piece of plate to « 
man whose éollection of geld and silver 
rivals that of kings. 

A happy solutfon was found by build- 
ing a new wing to the Middlesex Street 
School, and formativy presenting it te 
Lord Rothechfld. This addition coset 
$100,000. Then, when the schoo! came Uh- 
der the control of the Londen County 
Council, seme ef its most su essful 
pupils decided to spend a latge sum so 
that it might be handed over to the 
Council tn first-class condition. It has 
been reckoned that, one way or another, 
about $2,50u..) has heen spent on this 
huge school from the time lf its in- 
ception. 

The school has always been fortunate 
in having wealthy patrons, some of

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HE one romantic spot in St. Louis which 
almost every stranger asks to see is the Old 
Courthouse. Against its pillars Grant 

used to lounge long before he became General 
of the Union Army and President of the United 
States. And upon its broad steps were held in 
olden times those slave auctions which have been 
described in Winston Churchill’s book, “‘The 
Crisis.” 

“The Crisis” is one of the powerful novels of 
American life. The description of the slave auc- 
tion on the steps of the Courthouse is one of the 
most stirring chapters in the book. Almost ev- 
ery day someone who has read the book comes to 
St. Louis and asks the way to the Courthouse. 
Frequently men and women may bé seen standing 
in the street looking up at the building with 
wondering eyes. And people from out of town 
go to the janitors and others in the Courthouse 
and ask to be shown upon which particular step 
the slave auctions were held. 

Slaves were sold from both the steps on Broad- 
way and those on Fourth street. It is related 
that once a slave who had been sold to the rice 
swamps of the South sprang from the inside of 
the rotunda and fell 100 feet to the stone flag- 
ging below and was killed.
